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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 3 7 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 

1 . 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 03, 2007 
has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-20 and 49-53 are examined on the merits. 

OBJECTION 

3. Claim 52 is objected to because the phrase "configured provide", lines 8-9, is missing the 
term "to" between the two terms. Appropriate correction is required. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

4. On page 10, Applicant argues that in Morris "it appears that there is at most support for 
the ability to add a data object that include a data item", however, there "does not appear 
to be any support for the feature Tor each data object submitted. . .data items." 
Applicant's argument is not persuasive because the cited portion of Morris is directed to 
"an order list of pictures. . .scales each picture. . ." 

5 . On pages 8-9, Applicant' s argument directed to the limitation of "a relationship ..." has 
been found to be persuasive. The 35 USC § 103 in view of Morris and Robbin has been 
withdrawn. The argued limitation has bee remedied by the citation of Microsoft Press as 
discussed below. 
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6. On page 9, Applicant argues that Robbin does not describe the limitation of "playlist 
application programming interface component configure provide control of the basket 
interface component to a host application" Applicant's argument is not persuasive 
because Morris has been cited to describe a "basket interface" such as a media container 
displayed on a display device (Abstract etc.). While, Robbin describes an invention 
relates to interaction (interface) between host computer and a media player such as an 
MP3 player (page 2, [0031] and [0033]). The host computer stores a plurality of media 
items and at least a playlist (page 2, [0014]). Further, Robbin describes "a host play 
module for playing the media items for a user of the host computer. . ." (control to the 
host computer). Therefore, Morris in further view of Robbin and Microsoft Press as a 
whole renders the claimed invention obvious of the prior art. 

7. In regard to claim 53, Applicant's argument is not persuasive as discussed above. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 1-11, 16-20, and 49-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Morris et al. (US006097389A) (Morris hereafter). 

CLAIM INTERPRETATIONS 

10. Applicant provides an exemplary disclosure of a "basket interface" in Figure 2. 
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FIGURE 2 



1 1. In the instant specification, Applicant discloses "Figure 2 illustrates one example of a 
basket control. . .the basket control 201 includes a basket display area. . .may be a windowed 
graphical user interface, such as those provided in the Microsoft Windows XP operating 
system" (page 6 ? [25]). While, Morris discloses a "windowed graphical user interface" 
(column 10, lines 1 1-52, and Figure 8 A (Below)). 




12. Therefore, the "windowed interface" disclosed by has been interpreted as a "basket 
interface" as defined by the instant specification. 

PRIOR ART 

13. In regard to claim 1, Morris discloses a computer storage media having computer- 
executable components (claim 4) comprising: 
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a. A basket interface component configured to simultaneously manipulate received 
data objects (column 6, lines 49-53, column 10, lines 1 1-52, and column 14, lines 
43-48); and 

b. A collection creation component (column 1 0, lines 53-56), for each data object 
submitted to the basket interface, adds at least one data item corresponding to the 
submitted data object to a collection of data items (column 5, lines 25, to column 
6, line 48, Figure 9, step 909column 12, lines 9). 

14. In regard to claims 2-4, Morris discloses the basket interface component includes a 
display interface representations of the data objects received by the basket interface (column 
10, lines 1 1-52, and Figure 8A (Below)). 



15. In regard to claim 5, Morris disclose the display interface allows a user to specify an 
order for the data objects received by the basket interface component; and the collection 
creation component adds data items to the collection according to the order of the data 
objects specified by the user (column 6, lines 2-48, and column 13, line 37, to column 14, 
line 12). 
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1 6. In regard to claim 6, Morris discloses one or more navigation controls for navigating 
among the data objects represented by the display interface (column 10, lines 1 1-52, and 
Figure 8A (Below), especially, the toolbar identified Items 802 and 804). 




17. In regard to claim 7, Morris discloses the collection includes pointers pointing to the data 
objects received by the basket interface (column 9, lines 3-5, and column 12, lines 61-67). 

18. In regard to claim 8, Morris discloses the collection creation component creates a new 
collection upon instantiation (column 5, lines 25, to column 6, line 48, Figure 9, step 909, 
and column 12, lines 9). 

19. In regard to claim 9, Morris discloses the basket interface allows data objects to be 
removed from the basket interface component; and for each object removed from the basket 
interface component, the collection creation component removes each data item 
corresponding to the removed data object from the collection (column 10, lines 49-52). 

20. In regard to claim 10, Morris discloses a name control component that facilitates name of 
the collection (column 9, lines 61-65, and column 10, lines 57-67). 

21. In regard to claim 11, Morris discloses comprising a notification component that notifies 
other software applications when the collection of data items changes (column 6, lines 39-48, 
and column 8, lines 5-54). Morris discloses the publishing software operates in conjunction 
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with the system/OS element; therefore, it would be inherent the disclosure that "a notification 
component that notifies other software applications when the collection of data items 
changes' 5 such deleting files (column 6, lines 39-48, and column 8, lines 5-54). 

22. In regard to claim 16, Morris discloses a listmaker component that provides data objects 
which may be submitted to the basket interface component (column 6, lines 2-6). 

23. In regard to claim 17, Morris discloses the listmaker control component includes a second 
display interface for displaying a representation of data objects that may be submitted to the 
basket interface (column 6, lines 2-6, Figure 8C, "Album List" interface). 

24. In regard to claim 18, Morris discloses the list control component includes one or more 
second navigation controls for navigating among one or more data objects for representation 
by the second display (column 6, lines 2-6, Figure 8C, "Go to Picture" button). 

25. In regard to claim 19, Morris discloses the listmaker control component includes a data 
object submission control that, when activated, submits selected data objects represented to 
the second display to the basket interface (column 6, lines 2-6, Figure 8C, "Go to Picture" 
button). 

26. In regard to claim 20, the listmaker control component includes a menu component that 
provides a menu of commands associated with selected data objects, such that the menu 
component includes at least one command to submit the selected data objects to the basket 
interface (column 10, lines 1-52, and Figure 8A (Below), especially, the menu bar identified 
Items 802 and 804). 
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27. In regard to claims 49 and 50, Morris discloses an active integrated collection 
corresponds to a virtual folder (column 12, line 9-17). The disclosure of "a new album" has 
been interpreted as "a virtual folder" as defined by the instant specification (page 13, [36]). 

28. In regard to claim 51, Morris discloses the basket interface component "to allow" 
selective display of nested data in a hierarchical format (column 6, lines 49-53, column 10, 
lines 1 1-52, and column 14, lines 43-48). The basket interface component has been 
interpreted as capable "to allow" the selective display of nested data. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

29. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

30. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent 
any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the 
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time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (£) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

31. Claims 12-15, 52, and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morris et al. (US006097389A) (Morris hereafter) as applied to claims 1-1 1, 16-20, and 49-51 
above, and further in view of Robbin et al. (US Al ) (Robbin hereafter) and (Microsoft Press 
1998). 

MOTIVATION TO COMBINE 

32. Robbin describes a need for improved approaches to manage media content on host 
computers and/or media players (page 1, column 2, [0009]) running Windows (page 1, lines. 
While, Morris describes a method comprising a user interface for managing digital media in 
a processing system (Abstract etc.) running in Windows (column 5, lines 9-10). Microsoft 
Press describes the well known in art features of the Windows operating system. Therefore, 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have been motivated by 
Robbin to improve the method of Morris with the improved approaches to manage media 
content on host computers and/or media players running in Windows as described by 
Microsoft Press. 

PRIOR ART 

33. In regard to claim 12, Morris describes all the limitations of said claim, except for object 
files are music files and a total time to listen to the music files. Robbin describes an 
improvement directed to files are music files (page 3, [0034]) and stats display to provide a 
total time to listen to the music files (claim 14). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
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one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to use the user 
interface of Morris with the music files and status display of Robbin and Microsoft Press. 

34. In regard to claims 13-15, Morris describes "displays an amount of storage" directed to 
data objects and/or a collection (column 9, lines 35-37, column 10, lines 39-42, and Figure 
8B, "File Properties"). While, Microsoft Press describes "the status display further displays a 
relationship between an amount of storage that would be occupied by the data objects 
submitted to the basket interface and an amount of storage associated with the collection 
(page 63, bottom image, especially, "File size" and folder size of 4.42kB which illustrates 
the relationship between the individual files with folder (collection)). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was 
made to use the user interface of Morris with the music files and status display of Robbin and 
Microsoft Press. 

35. In regard to claim 52, Morris describes all the limitations of said claim, except for "a 
playlist...to a host application." Robbin describes an improvement directed to playlists in a 
host application (page 2, [0014]-[0015], and [0033]). Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to use the user 
interface of Morris with the playlists in a host application of Robbin and Microsoft Press. 

36. In regard to claim 53, Morris in further view of Robbin cited above describes all the 
limitations of said claim. Further, Morris describes "a flag configured to modify how the 
display interface displays controls associated with the basket interface component" (column 
12, lines 9-62, especially, layout, style, radio buttons). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to use 
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the user interface of Morris with the playlists in a host application of Robbin and Microsoft 
Press.
